Washington, Ju ly 16.— It is bloom­ 
ing apparent that President Wilson 
and Secretary of State Win. J. Bryan 
will be unable much longer to ignore 
the situation lit Mexico as a grave and 
pressing international problem Which 
the United States ax the responsible 
nation 
in 
the 
western 
hemisphere 
m ust squarely face. 
This has become 
«vident from im p o rtant recent devel­ 
opments. 
It was disclosed, for one thing, that 
ail the foreign ministers in Mexico 
City recently drew up an identical note 
which they dispatched to their gov­ 
ern m en ts, solemnly declaring that the 
United States by its stubborn refusal 
to recognize the Mexican government, 
is directly contributing to the increas­ 
ing disorder in that country.
